tull, ſecret and loving, yea and to ſhewhis loue 

-euen in couering his Mates weaknefle : he ought 
alſoto be gentle, andkinde in ſpeech , and actions 
rowards all: pittifullro.them that are diſcaſed, and | 

E diligent in miniſtring to them ſuch ficting reme- | 
| dies asheſhallreceiuc, or be directed togiue tlrem | 
from his Mate, but none without his order, for that 
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of the Surgions Mate, 


his Mates order is his diſcharge, or warrant what- 
cuer happen, yet let him priuately lend his beſt ad- 


uice to his Mate, vponeuery needful occaſion kind- 


ly,fubmifiuely, & louingly, eucr as vnder correcti- 
on ; tor if compariſons or oppoſition take place 
twixt them, it 15 not onely dangerous to all the 
Company , but alfo a diſgrace to themlelues 
and a great ſcandallto theircalling: for auoyding 
which, it is iuſt that the younger obey theelder, & 
beware ofthe contrary leſt ir bee repented toolate, 
S. Pavr aduiſeth ſeruants to obey froward Ma- 
ſters, fo I aduiſe Surgions Mates to doe thelike to 
froward Surgions, for it ſheweth no excellent 
thing in a young man to pleaſean honeſt quiet man 
but roliue in loue wich an ambitions or otherwiſe 
a froward vicious man ſheweth wiſdome 1n the ſuf- 
ferer. I would not ſo ſtand vpon this point but that 
my experience haih knowne too munch the great 
harm thac hath inſued by thediſſention of the Sur- 
gion and his Mate in long voliages, the which with 
diſcretion and loue might haue beene preuented if 
but one ofihem both had beene wiſe. The Surgi- 
ons Mate ought alfo daily to viſite the Cabinesof 
men, to ſee who hath any ſickenefle or ImperteCti- 
on :allo rohave ready againſt occafion Lint made, 
Pliſters{pread,; Splints armed, Ncedles prepared, 
for ſtirching wounds, Rowlers and Boulfters, 
Dorllels, [Tents , Buttons, Cappes , Pledgents, 
Tape, rowling Needles, and Thred prepared, 
and each other needfullthing for his calling readie 
inthzir conuenient places, placed againtt occaſion 
be.

But let mee 
frienly tell the Surgions Mare, it isthe credit of a 
young Artiſt to take a vaine ſmootliy and neate, as 
allo to ſhaue well is praiſe worthy, wherfore I wiſh 
him to practiſe todoe it, and ro beeuerlearning, for 
Iaſlure him he ſhallneuer knew halfe hee ought to 
know though he doehis belt. 

Thirdly it he enter into conſideration wherefore 
he goeth to Sea, and hazardeth his life, I ſupple it 
15 to gaine, or he is vawiſe : if to gaine-, the chiefe 
gaine he can intend being a Marte, is knowledge in 
his calling , then let him confider wiſely how hee 
may beſt apply himſelfe to effet ſuch gains, name.

for otherwiſe what vie tath a man of readingif he 
forget it preſently ? It a Surgions Mate ſpend his 
time wilely.inthe premiſes he may do good ſeruice 
ro God, his Countrey, and himſclfe, and the bene- 
fit will be his , namely Gods fauour, preferment 
anda goodreputation in the world will bee gained 
therby,which will bring abundance of good things 
with it, which God grant for his mercy ſakes. And 
were it not that I haue intended this plaine trea- _ 
tiſe wholly to the Surgions Mate, Iwould in a word 
ortwoputthe young ſea Surgion himſelfe in mind 
of his charge, by admoniſhing him of ſome errors 
ro0 groſle, which I haue obſerued to haue beene 
committed by ſome, that he might auoide thelike 
in himſelte. | | 
The firſt error ſome young Sargions are poſleſt 
with, from which infinite others grow, is the want 
of the ſeruice of God, the example wherofto their 
Mares is,very infe&ious , and this bringeth with it 
a blaſpheming thename of the Almighty, a gene- 
rall deboiſt and baſe kinde of habite on them, rea- 
dy for all vaprohtable, icle, and vnſeemly ations, 
and vnapt for to proſecute any good thing,cither in 
their cailings, or otherwiſe : and if they ſeem to be 
any thing, itis in boaſting and brauephraſes, cen- 
luring other in many things , but not feeling their 
| OVYang

owne wretchednes at all. Being giuenand dedica- 
ted tothe pot and Tobacco-pipe in ſuch an vnrea- 
ſonable meaſure thattherby they become inthem- 
ſelues baſe,deſpiling vertue and commending vice. 
And to their Mates they (ſhew themſclues moſt vn+ 
kind, keeping that little knowledge they haue from 
them, notinftructing them ar all in their Science, 
and holding them in more baſe ſubicCtion then 
their Maſters cuer did in their Apprentiſhips.: And 
of a proud lafte diſpoſition , commaunding them 
without due 'inſtructions, to doe the whole bu- 
ſineſſes when indeed themſelues ought to pur to 
their hands, euen to thoſe parts of Surgery which 
they cſteeme baſe ; for the moſt lamentable dil- 
eaſes of poore men require the moſt care of the 
Surgion, as for example, the vicerations & ſlidings 
downe of An; or the 41r/-gut, which ſome in diſdai- 
ning to dothcir office otffomenting,comforting, & 
| reſtoringthereoftothe due place moſt inhumanely 
\ hauecutitoff, when with as good a conſcience they 
might haue cut their Patient his throate, and the 
ſame ſay to him that is negligent, & ſuffereth ſuch 
ro periſh in their infirmicies, without doing his vt- 
moſt diligence. I could name ſome of the parties 
that haue ſo much diſgraced themſclues and the 
noble Science ; but I will bee charitable, hoping 
they will amend. And conclude with an old Gram- 
mer verſe worthy the remembrance of all men :

And for 
any pockie Viceron the yard, I meane either vpon glevs, 
or preputium, or twixt both , onely touch it but once with 
the aforeſaid 4q»a benedifZa, and giue the party one doſe 
of your Aquilla vite , and without queſtion you ſhall cure 
it afterwards as if it were a greene wound, but rememberic

AHE firſt Intention in the Cure of Fra- 
Weg) ures is performed by reſtoring the 
($85 bones difioyned, and taking away any 
S552 looſe peeces or fragments ot bones if a- 
= X& ny be, 
& The ſecond intention is performed 
by keeping the parts together, namely 
the ends of the bones formerly diſplaced and fractured by 
violence. . 
Thethird intentionto bee done, is the curing of the 
wounds or contulions incident to fractured bones. 
The fourth, to preuent or remoue the accidents. 
Thefirſt part of this worke, namely the reſtoring or ra- 
ther bringing to their places, the fraftured ends of the 
bones is performed by extention , and a skilfull and ready 
hand touching the extention letic be done paulatim , by 
little andlittle, as the tearme is, with euen hands , not by 
jumps or on the ſodaine, and yet with asmuch force as is 
requilite, namely till the Artiltſtanding by with his hands 
vpon thegreete, perceiue heeisableto ſer the ends of the 
bones into their place;which done, it is then required that 
they be kept ſo, W 
The ſecond curatiue intention of fratures, is perfor- 
med by keeping the ends of their boanes placed in their 
right forme ar d place. | 
This part is cheefely done by good ligature, wherein l 
am williug to impart to young Artiſts my praQiſe in cu- 
ring 
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ring fraQures in the thighes and legges, and vnderſtand 1 
vie no rowlersat all, bur clowts, iplints armed and tape, 
my reaſon is, it is a great diſeaſe and diſquiet romy pati- 
ent, yeathovgh I haverwo alliſtants to holde the mem- 
ber, to come.1o oft about the member as rorowle it, and 
endangereth much the dilioynting of the. boanes againe, 
and cauſeth paine, | | 
And itis manifeftthatin (imple fratures, theplacing 
of the boanes and keeping them 1o, is the molt worke ot 
the cure, and nothing cureth a fraured boane ſo much 
as reſt ; where:orewhen a bone is newly placed, and ſhall 
be croubled much with lifting and rowing, it cannot but 
hinder vnition, and procure fomeaccidentsoffenſiue, my 
forme of ligatures in fraRtures is tohave nextthe member 
one foure doubleclowt in length, I meane aboue and be- 
low thefraQure, ſo long that the ends of the ſplints I in- 
tend to vſe,may hauea reſting place on theclowt. Andif 
I intend co curethe patient by a Lixivium or otherwiſe, I 
apply iton this ſayd clowt, the medicine appoynting itto 
be next tothee greete, and have another like great cloth 
tocome ouer that againe vnder the ſplints, which being 
cloſe and ſmooth brought about themember, I then pur 
vnder the firſt ſplint ofa good bredth and length well ar-

Thethird intention is the cure,wherein the inward and 
outward courſe of thecureisto be conlidered of, Touch- 
ing theregiment of the body : concerning ſuſtenance at 
ſea, the patienr neeJe to haueir no thinner then the Say- 
lers ordinary, and touching medicine let him hauethe be- 
nchr of nature, thatis onely euery day, orthe ſecond day, 
a natural! ſtoole or an artificiallhelpe by ſuppolitories or 
gliſters,if there bee great neceſſity not otherwiſe, and if a 
tcuor happer, giue him a Barley water, with a little oyle 
of VitrioJl therein, andit that helpe not, opena veine on 
the contrary [1de,and if you feare putritation of humors, 
gine him alittle Diateſſeron Trekell or Mithridate, or the 
lixe, if he complaine much of thepaine, ſearch the cauſe, 
namely, ſeethat rhe ends of rhe bones lie right, and that 
the ſpliars gall him not, allo that there be no wrincklesin 
the clouts applyed, and that it bee not too hard or too ſoft 
bound, all thefe things duely conlidered.

This medicine I know to excell many otherin hea- 
ling fractures both outwardly applyed in cataplaſmes,2nd 
inwardly taken daily the quantity of 5 in hne powder 
in wine, beete, or water, the patient fatting tor two houres 
after the taking thereof. In great fraftures theGermane 
Surgions, preſcribe this aforeſatd medicine daily to be ta- 
ken for twenty foure dayes, ifthey feecanſe {o long to vie 
it: Theother forme of application to fractures vied and

Lthough I hauye ſeene diuers skilfall men per- 
forme good workes in Diflocations , and read 
ſomewhat, and for many yeeres practiſed my 

_ſelfe, yet know it not in this part of Chyrurge- 

rieby words to deſcribeought to the purpoſe,which might 
ſerue atall atſayes, or vpon all occaſions for the helpe of 
young men, for as much as ſo many vnexſ{pected obſerua- 
tions and ſtrange occurrents happen in and by Diſlocati-- 
ons, as would askemuch time to explane or but to touch, 
allyetin a word or two, I hold itnot vohtitto aduiſe them + 
» ſomwhat concerning Luxions or Diflocations, Firlt chere- 
foreit is a generall rule that you mult vſe extention almoſt 
toeuery Diſlocation, eſpecially in the ſhoulder,inthehuc- 
kle bone, in the knee, andin theankle, for I may boldly 

lay , where the Artiſt indeth a member longer then his 
due forme, hee ſhall hardly doe good on it, namely if it 


proceed by euill diſpoſition of nature, or that by theabun-

Though indeed many waics,and of many colours cop- 
peras may be made, yea and of many ſubltances, as well 
Animall Vegetable,as Mineral,which if timewould ſerue, 
and thatir were to the purpoſe, ihould be further ſhewed, 
but ro bee ſhort, the Copperas I would chuſefor my vie, is 
that which commeth irom Goſler in Germany, it is to be 
had in London,and is not dear, and isſuthciently good to 
draw aſpirit or oyletrom, orto makeany medicine for in- 
ward vſes,but for outward ordinary vies,the common ſort 
of Copperas will ſerue well, and ſo it will doe reaſonable 
well for oyle, bur not yeeld ſo much. 

Notethat the beſt Coppras as is faid , is made of Cop- 
per, or of the Minerall of Copper, Note further that all 
copper and bratle will wholly be conuerted into Coppras, 
yea and turne againe into his owne firlt ſubſtance, namely 
into copper or braſle againe, though with Iofſe, Alſoiron 
and liluer will make good Coppras, ſo will divers ſorts of 
ſtones and earths be conuerted into good Coppras , and
